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NOTED ART DEALER MAX STERN TO RECEIVE HONORARY DEGREE 
FROM CONCORDIA UNIVERSITY 


Montreal, May 24, 1985 -- Max Stern, a much respected art dealer and patron of 
the arts, will receive an honorary doctor of laws (honoris causa) degree from Concordia 
University at the Faculty of Fine Arts Convocation which will be held on June 13, at 8:30 
p.-m., in the Athletics Complex arena, 7141 Sherbrooke St. West. 


Max Stern, who has lived in Montreal since 1942, has played a decisive role in the 
development of Canadian art by making our artists better known at home and abroad, 
and by introducing Canadians to top calibre international artists. He was responsible for 
the only successful exhibition of paintings by Emily Carr held during her lifetime. He 
also helped launch the careers of several Canadian artists, including Goodridge Roberts 


and Stanley Cosgrove. 


Born in Germany, Mr. Stern is the only art dealer in Canada to hold a doctorate in 
the history of art (magna cum laude) from Bonn University. Mr. Stern has been proprietor 
of Montreal's renowned Dominion Gallery since 1947. He has been an important donor of 
art to many Canadian museums, including the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts, the Musée 


d'art contemporain, the National Art Gallery and the Art Gallery of Ontario.
